Again, inasmuch as the decisive propelling force for revolution and 
construction resides in the masses of people, the party must thoroughly 
rely on the strength of the masses of people in order to victoriously 
lead revolution and construction. To this end, they must be solidly 
united around the party and their creative strength maximally set in 
motion. The strength which the masses of people display in revolution 
and construction is highly exerted when they are organized, united 

in terms of class and armed with the revolutionary thought. Therefore, 
the party of the working class, firmly uniting the masses of working 
people around itself and giving priority to work with people, political 
work, must maximally promote their revolutionary fervor and creative 
positivity.

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THE ESSENTIAL NATURE AND SUPERIORITY OF THE PRINCIPLE FOR UNITARILY 
MANAGING FINANCES

(Text) Unitarily managing finances is a unique principle of socialist 
financial management laid down by the great leader Comrade Kim I1l-song. 


This principle laid down by the great leader is a programmatic compass 
for managing national finances to suit the intrinsic demands of the 
socialist society and a most valid financial management principle 

whose superiority and vitality have been proved through the practice 

of socialist construction. Unitarily managing finances is precisely 
where the true road to maximally, effectively utilizing national financial 
resources is, where a firm guarantee for energeticaily stepping up 
production and construction is. 


By correctly understanding the intrinsic nature and demands of the principle 
laid down by the great leader for unitarily managing finances and by 
thoroughly carrying it through we must further improve socialist 

financial management and occupy the towering heights of the second 
Seven-Year Plan ahead of schedule. 


To unitarily manage finances is an intrinsic demand of the socialist 
society and one of the important characteristics of socialist financial 


management. 


As the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught, the socialist society 
is essentially a highly organized society, a society where everything 
is meshed organically. 


In the socialist society the entire people, solidly united in common 
objectives and interests, are collectively working and living. In the 
socialist society, based on societywide ownership of the means of 
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production, all branches, all units of the people's economy constitute 
one organic whole. In the socialist society, achievement in production 

of individual branches and units immediately exerts influence on related 
branches and production units and consequently, if an overall development 
of the people's economy is to be stepped up and people's living standard 
raised, it is imperative that all branches, all units must make production 
grow simultaneously at a ceaselessly high speed. 


All this presents it as an inevitable demand that the socialist state, 
with a unified grip on the overall people's economy, guide and manage 
the economy on the principle of centralization. 


Only if the state's centralized guidance of economic work is strengthened, 
is it possible to develop the economy at a4 ceaseless high speed on a 
planned basis and in a balanced way, effectively utilizing to the optimum 
all the national manpower and material resources with a unified grip 

on them to suit the intrinsic nature of the socialist society which 

is highly organized and where everything is meshed organically. 


To strengthen the unified and centralized guidance of economic work arises 
aS an even more important question as socialist construction progresses 
further and the national economic foundations become stronger. 


As socialist economic construction deepens, so grow very big the economy 
in scope and national production potentialities. Again, the production- 
consumption connections between branches of the people's economy, between 
factories and enterprises, become complex and varied, and also the 
factors that must be taken into account for the rationalization of 
economic management grow more in number. Under such conditions, without 
strengthening the state's unified, centralized guidance it will become 
impossible to plan and organize economic management to suit the 

intrinsic nature of the highly organized socialist society nor will it 

be possible to effectively utilize the already created economic 

resources and production potentialities. The socialist state's unified, 
centralized guidance, even under conditions that the economy grows in 
scope and the production-consumption connections become complex, makes it 
possible to continue to rationalize economic management, determining 

in detail and thorougly meshing all production elements and ultimately, 
to enable the already laid economic foundations to show an even greater 
effectiveness. 


What occupies an important place in insuring the state's centralized 
guidance and management of the socialist economy is the utilization of 
economic leverages. 


In the socialist society, because of its transitional characteristics, 
commodity-currency relations exist, and the means of production circulated 
between enterprises under statewide, all people's ownership come to assume 
the form of commodity. Consequently, the circulation of social products 
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in the socialist society comes to be accompanied by the movement of 
funds. 


As the movement of funds reflects the movement of production elements, 
when the state moves forward with a correct grip on financial revenues 
and expenditures, it is possible to more satisfactorily realize the 
state's guidance and control of production and construciton. 


In the socialist society the state, utilizing financial leverages in 
grasping the movement of funds, goes on to strengthen its centralized 
guidance of economic work. Finances in the socialist society, by 
providng by means of centralization the cash funds necessary for national 
housekeeping and supplying funds to various areas such as economic and 
cultural construciton and people's living conditions and by exercising 
control over their precise utilization, make it possible to strengthen 
the state's unified guidance of economic work. 


If socialist finances are to be enabled to satisfactorily perform such 
functions, it is imperative to unitarily manage finances. 


Just as it is imperative that one person must have the purse-string power 
to properly run the housekeeping of a family on a planned basis, so it 

is to unitarily spend the state's money in order to properly run national 
housekeeping. If this person or that person were to spend, as the spirit 
moved him, the state's funds which belong to the people, it would be 
impossible to meticulously run national hosuekeeping nor would it be 
possible to properly manage the socialist state. 


The great leader, with his keen insight into such intrinsic demands of 
the socialist society, laid down the principle of unitarily managing 
finances. 


To unitarily manage finances is one of the most important principles 
for socialist economic management. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"To spend money more than appropriated by the state or disburse money 
in violation of the appropriation is all an act of violation of a 
state law. Inasmuch as the state budget is a state law adopted by the 
Supreme People's Assembly, the supreme ruling organ, no one has the 
right to violate it." (Booklet “Let Us Purther Hasten Socialist 
Construction, Properly Conducting Fiscal Management Work,” p 13) 


The principle enunciated by the great leader for unitarily managing 
finances is a thoroughly unified, centralized socialist financial 
management principle which places all financial revenues and 
disbursements under provisions of a state law, makes state funds to be 
disbursed only as provided for by the law, and allows no one to spend 
state's money as one pleases. 
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The state budget in the socialist society is discussed by the supreme 
ruling organ and proclaimed as a state law. In our country the state 
budget is the state's basic financial plan and as such, is deliberated 
and adopted as law by the Supreme People's Assembly, the supreme ruling 
organ, and the statement of accounts, too, showing how the law has been 
exeucted, is deliberated by the Supreme People's Assembly and approved 
as a state decision. 


Therefore, national finances must be disbursed only as provided for by 
the law and must allow no one to spend the state's money as one pleases, 
in violation of the law. Should the unavoidable necessity arise in the 
course of executing the state budget to make partial changes, such 
changes must necessarily receive the approval of the president of the 
state. Precisely so doing is unitarily managing finances. 


In our country, the laws regarding the state budget and the state laws 
and rules regarding financial management all embody the great leader's 
plan and intent, and the financial management thought and guidelines 
laid down by the leader. Accordingly, to manage finances only in 
accordance with the state laws and rules, thoroughly carrying through 
the principle for unitarily managing finances and to use state finances 
only as provided for by the law is none other than most precisely 
realizing the leadership of the great leader. 


The principle for unitarily managing finances applies not only to the 
state budget but also to other areas of the financial system governed by 
the law regarding the state budget. Be they the financial plans of 
people's economy branches, the financial plans of factories and 
enterprises, local budgets or the estimated expenses of the budget 
organ, they are all reflected in the state budget in an integrated 
way. Therefore, to precisely execute the financial plans of people's 
economy branches, the financial plans of factories and enterprises, 
local budgets, and the estimated expenses of the budget organ and 

at the same time, to allow no one to arbitrarily change them or 

spend the state's money in violation of them is an important demand 
for unitarily managing finances. 


To unitarily manage finances is one of the socialist financial management 
characteristics that can be realized only in the socialist society 
based on societywide ownership of the means of production. 


In the capitalist society the means of production belong to the private 
ownership of capitalists and the profits obtained by exploiting working 
people, too, belong to the private ownership of individual capitalists. 
Consequently, in the capitalist society, unitarily managing financial 
resources on a societywide scale with a unified grip on them is utterly 
inconceivable. 
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In capitalist countries, state budgets are established, to be sure, with 
the money plundered from the people but such budgets cannot encompass all 
of the overall national finances. Capitalists and landlords regard not 
only the profits obtained by exploiting working people but also state 
budget funds as an important source of accumulatiig their own wealth 

and enjoying personal pleasures. 


But in the socialist society where the means of production belong to 
societywide ownership, finances belong to people's ownership and the 
state budget entirely serves the people. In the socialist society 
the state with a unified grip on all national financial resources 
unitarily manages them and most effectively utilizes them to suit the 
interests of the people. Precisely herein lie the characteristics of 
socialist financial management. 


The principle laid down by the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song for 
unitarily managing finances possess a great superiority. 


Realization of the principle for unitarily maaging finances makes it 
possible above all for the state to maximally, effectively utilize 
all the national financial resources with a unified grip on them. 


To say to effectively utilize financial resources means to produce and 
build more with existing funds, mobilizing all the national financial 
resources to the hilt and disbursing them rationally on an economical 
basis. ‘ 


The principle for unitarily managing finances, by making all the units 
obligated to send in money to the state fulfill the mandate, makes it 
possible for the state to take timely action to mobilize the created 
funds on a centralized basis, gaining a unified grip on them and to 
supply the mobilized funds only as provided for by the law to thoroughly 
suit the party policy demands. In this way it makes it possible to 

most effectively utilize funds, eliminating the phenomena of funds 

being unnecessarily accumulated or of being diverted or wasted. 


This principle of financial management also manifests a great superiority 
in ceaselessly improving economic guidance and management. 


One of the important demands arising in improving economic guidance 
and management is properly formulating the plan and commendably 
conducting the work of insuring all the necessary economic technical 
conditions. 


The principle for unitarily managing finances, because it supplies 
funds only as needed in management activities and even this supply 

is made in concurrence with the extent of progress made in fulfilling 
the plan, positively operates to make factories and enterprises 
thoroughly formulate their plans, determining production elements 
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in detail and strictly observing planning discipline. At the same time, 

by making the economic guidance functionaries repudiate empiricism and 

the attitude of working by rough estimates, always go down to the base 
level and determine the state of materials ang labor, the state of all 

the necessary conditions for facilities and tne state of their utilization, 
it enables them to ceaselessly improve, ahead of production, the work 

of providing all the necessary economic technical conditions. In this 

way it sees to it that factories and enterprises normalize, standardize 
enterprise management and scientize management activities. 





Carrying through the principle for unitarily managing finances also 
positively operates to establish a revolutionary work attitude and 
lifestyle among functionaries and working people. 


The principle for unitarily managing finances provides by law for creating 
and utilizing financial resources and allows no one to use state finances 
as one pleases, in violation of the state law. Such principled demands 
in financial management hold in themselves a great significance for 
indoctrination in discernment. This also operates to enhance the 
law-abiding consciousness and establish a revolutionary way of life 

among functionaries and working people, exercising control so that 
finances may be managed in accordance with the state law and order. 

In the course of unitarily managing finances, the functionaries come to 
highly display the spirit of collectivism and the communist way of life 
which hold dearer the collective interests, the societywide interests, 
thoroughly overcoming departmentalism and provincialism which put the 
narrow interests of their own organ or their own locality up front. 


The principle for unitarily managing finance, especially by thoroughly 
repudiating “liberalization,” “decentralization of authority” in 

financial management, by elimianting any gap for the outdated ideological 
dregs remaining in people's heads and the old ways of life to gain a 
foothold or resurrect, and by removing elements which may allow all kinds 
of violation of the law to surface, makes the functionaries and working 
people work, displaying high revolutionary fervor and creative positivity 
in jointly defending, consolidating and developing the gains of socialism. 


Under socialism, the principle for unitarily managing finances, because 
it gets combined with democracy, manifests its superiority more clearly. 


The principle for unitarily managing finances presupposes democracy 
instead of repudiating it, and is closely combined with democracy. 


Democracy in socialist financial management not only highly inspires 

the revolutionary fervor of working people, giving priority to political 
work but highly promotes the sense of responsibility and initiative of 
the producers through carrying through the socialist principle of 
distribution and thoroughly implementing the independent economic 
accounting system and local budgetary system. Thus by firmly turning 
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around financial management work itself as the task of the masses 
themselves and making one and all consciously participate in financial 
management in a manner befitting the master, it makes it possible to 
realize even better the principle for unitarily managing finances and 
even more highly promote its superiority. 


All this graphically shows that indeed the principle laid down by the 
great leader for unitarily managing finances is a guiding compass for 
financial management precisely reflecting the intrinsic demands of the 
socialist society and the characteristics of socialist financial 
management and that when this is thoroughly carried through, it will 
be possible to energetically step up socialist construction. 


To more energetically step up socialist construction, thoroughly carrying 
through the principle for unitarily managing finances, is one of the 
important tasks before us. 


Today our country's people's economy, even under conditions that its 
scope has grown very big, is developing at a very high speed. 


Having fulfilled ahead of schedule the enormous tasks of the first two 
years of the second Seven-Year Plan, a plan unprecedentedly magnificent in 
the history of socialist construction, our people are dynamically launching 
an all-out march movement in order to fulfill the third year's task 

before the Sixth Party Congress. In step therewith, the financial 

scope has grown so incomparably that in the last 10 years alone, 

state budget revenues have grown fast at the high average annual rate 

of 13 percent, and the scope of the state budget, too, has grown 3.4 

times. Today our country's finances insure an amount equal to the 

entire budget revenues for year 1949 in a mere 5 days. 


Such rapid growth of the economy and finances presents it to all branches, 
all units of the people's economy as a real and immediate task to 
decisively improve economic guidance and management, more thoroughly 
carrying through the principle for unitari’y managing finances and to 
bring about fresh innovations in financial management. 


As socialist construction progresses, financial demands are growing ever 
bigger. In order to satisfactorily insure the rapidly growing financial 
demands, it is imperative to produce and build even more with existing 
funds, effectively utilizing existing financial resources along with 
creating still more financial resources. This can be successfully 
resolved only by unitarily managing finances. 


In order to more thoroughly carry through the principle for unitarily 
managing finances, it is imperative above all for all functionaries and 
working people to thoroughly understand the intrinsic nature and 
superiority of the financial management principle enunciated by the 
great leader and thorougyly realize its demands. 
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The great leader Comrade Kim li-song taught as follows: 


"Only if we manage finances, thoroughty armed with the unitary ideology 
of our party and with chuche established, can we make them admirably 
serve our revolution and construction." ("On the Question of Socialist 
Economic Management,” Vol 3, p 356) 


In the chuche socialist financial management thought and guideline 
laid down by the great leader are comprehensively enunciated the 
intrinsic nature and superiority of the principle for unitarily 
managing finances, and the necessity and ways of more thoroughly 
carrying it through. 


All of us, deeply studying the financial management thought of the 
great leader and the embodiment, the financial policy of our party, 
must hold them as our firm faith and thoroughly establish the 
revolutionary attitude of unconditionally carrying them through to 
the end. 


At the same time, all branches, all units of the people's economy, with 
a correct stand and viewpoint toward the question of unitarily managing 
finances, and based on state laws and rules, must precisley manage 
finances, seeing to it that there surface no undisciplined phenomena, 
however small, such as using state funds as one pleases in violation 

of the law. 


In order to thoroughly carry through the principle for unitarily 
managing finances, it is important to strengthen financial control 
and financial discipline. 


To say to strengthen financial control and financial discipline means 
none other than to manage and operate national finances in accordance 
with state laws and rules. Therefore, strengthening financial control 
and financial discipline constitutes unitarily and thoroughly managing 
finances. 


Without strengthening financial control and financial discipline it is 
impossible to jointly defend the socialist finances which belong to 

the people and to precisely manage and operate them to suit the interests 
of revolution and construction and the people, nor is it possible to 
carry through the principle for unitarily managing finances. 


All branches, all units, deeply understanding the significance and 
importance of strengthening financial control and financial discipline 
in the present period, must fulfill without fail their obligation to 
send in money. to the state and at the same time, positively saving 
every penny, must effectively use state funds in compliance with the 
State laws and rules. Again, energetically launching ideological 
indoctrination and ideological struggle, they must see to it that 
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there be no phenomena of recklessly using state funds or of misappropriation 
and waste of state finances. 


One of the important ways to strengthen financial discipline and 
thoroughly carry through the principle for unitarily managing finances 
is properly conducting the work of summing up finances. 


Only by substantively conducting the work of summing up finances on 

a regular basis is it possible to strengthen mass supervision and 
control for the execution of the financial budget and strictly establish 
financial discipline, eliminating the phenomena and elements of all 
kinds of waste. 


All state organs, encerprises, and cooperative organizations, commendably 
summing up the progress in the execution of the financial budget, must 
take timely action to precisely ascertain how much money they have 
earned, how much money they have spent, how much profit they have given 
the state, and acquaint the masses with them concretely. In particular, 
thoroughly carrying through the guidelines laid down by our party for 
summing up daily production and finances, they must firmly turn around 
financial management as the task of the masses themselves and relying 

on the masses, must strengthen financial discipline. When precisely 
doing so, they can strengthen the conservation struggle and ceaselessly 
rationalize management activities and setting the strength of the masses 
in motion, carry through the principle even better for unitarily 
managing finances. 


In order to effectively utilize financial resources on a societywide 
basis, unitarily managing finances, to improve financial management and 
expand and develop socialist ownership, it is imperative to further 
improve accounting and statistical work. What is important here is 
positively mechanizing accounting work. 


Accounting work positively mechanized, it will be possible to improve 
accounting and statistical work to suit the demands of the developing 
realities, thoroughly insuring the accounting time and accuracy and 

to reduce manpower as well. Therefore, all branches, all units of the 
people's economy, by stepping up the mechanization of accounting work and 
by improving and strengthening the economic accounting and statistics 

of production and distribution, circulation and consumption and the 
bookkeeping work for finances, must bring about ceaseless innovations 

in financial management. 


One of the important ways to precisely carry through the principle for 
unitarily managing finances is enhancing the role of financial banking 
organs. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 
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"In order to correctiy execute the state budget, financial banking organs 
must precisely perform their role. If financial banking organs were to 
consider their duties fuifilled by summing up the budget and balancing the 
accounts, it would be a big mistake. Financial banking organs must of 
necessity ceaselessly exeicise contro. and inspection so that organs and 
enterprises of all branches ol tne peop.e's economy may execute the 

budget without deflectio: anu proper.y use state funds.” ("On the 
Question of Socialist Economic Management,” Vol 2, p 290) 


In direct charge of managing the socialist finances are financial 
banking organs and functionaries O1 Cie iinancial banking branch. 

When financial banking organs and functionaries of the financial banking 
branch execute the state budget without deflection to suit the demands 
of the developing realities and establish a strict system and order 

for financial management, the principle for unitarily managing finances 
will be thoroughly carried through. 





All financial banking functionaries, with a heightened awareness of

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RATIONAL UTILIZATION OF ECONOMIC LEVERAGES IN ENTERPRISE MANAGEMENT

[Text] One of the important questions arising in rationally managing 
and operating the socialist economy is improving enterprise management, 
correctly utilizing economic leverages. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"... deserved attention shall be paid to correctly utilizing economic 
leverages in economic management in accordance with the demands of the 
law of the socialist economy." ("On the Question of Socialist Economic 
Management,” Vol 3, p 543) 


An economic leverage is an economic means purposefully utilized to 
rationally manage and operate the socialist economy. 


What is utilized as an economic leverage is an economic category 

reflecting a certain economic relationship. If an economic category 

is an objectively existing economic relationship itself, an economic 
leverage is an economic relationship purposefully utilized by people. 

It is related to such fact that from one and the same economic relationship 
known as price comes to stem what is known as a price category and 

a price leverage. 


Economic relationships which are utilized as economic leverages 
objectively exist even as they are closely connected with the functions 
of the economic laws. Precisely through economic leverages people 
utilize the economic laws and improve enterprise management. 


Of course, this is not to say that the work of rationally organizing 
enterprise management is achieved only through correctly utilizing 
economic leverages. Rationalization of enterprise management in the 
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Socialist society is 4180 achieved through properly doing production 
Organization and labor organization, through improving the work of setting 
norms, throug) normalizing and etandardizing enterprise management. 

Such tasks are mainly related to technical economic organizational work 
which in it@eif if not utilized a8 an economic leverage. An economic 
leverage if 4 means to rationaiize economic guidance and enterprise 


managemen’, utilizing the economic laws. 


if the Socialist Society there are various economic leverages. In the 
Sociaiist society operate various economic laws native to the socialist

society, such as the basi Law Of the socialist economy and the law of

What jtiiizea in improving management 
activities, anaiyzing econom, phenomena and prodrction resuits and 
ringing ¢t light the factors operating on them is precisely an 
‘ nor ,everage. hhis bespeaxcs that, economi leverages correctly 
itilized, it will be possibile to make ; itively come alive the affirmative 
that nas emerged if anacgement activitis and to straighten out, with 
timul ina ntroi, what has brought a4 i to management or gone wrong. 
An economic leverage individually cannot become an effective means of 
improving overall enterprise management. The demands of the economic 
laws operating in the socialist society are different from one another 
ut they operate not independently but in close combination with one 
anotner. Again, 4 each economic leverage pert rms its ftunctions, 
refiecting the economi relationship of a certain specific dimension of 


management activity, it is impossibie, with any one economic leverage aione, 








to scientifically analyze overall enterprise management and precisely 

bring to light all factors exerting influence on it. In order to satisfy 
all the demands of the economic laws at the same time and improve overall 
enterprise management, it is imperative to necessarily utilize various 
economic leverages in combination. Any effort to properly condi ct 
materials supply work which occupies an important place in socialist 
economic management also calls for organizing planning work and for 
correctly utilizing economic leverages relative to the commodity~-currency 
relationship, materials supply in commercial form. When economic leverages 
are utilized in correct combination, it will be possible to more rationally 
conduct economic management, enterprise management, stimulating production 
and controlling expenditure and ultimately, to further enhance the creative 
positivity of the producers as well. 


To correctly utilize economic le\ ages arises as an even more real and 
immediate question as socialist economic construction deepens. 


As socialist construction progresses, the economy grows in scope and 

the links between branches of the people's economy and reproduction 
become very close and complex. Accordingly, economic factors grow in 
number which must be taken into account in establishing and carrying out 
a people's economic plan and so rises higher the demand for further 
Stimulating the production desire of working people and thoroughly 
planning and formulating economic organizational work as well. Under such 
conditions, only by utilizing economic leverages in combination to suit 
the role each of them plays, is it possible to more thoroughly plan and 
organize guidance and management work for the large-scale socialist 
industry and improve enterprise management to suit the demands of the 
economic laws. 


If enterprise management is improved with the rational utilization of 
economic leverages, it will become possible to continue to step up 
production and construction, effectively mobilizing national economic 
resources and production potentialities which become more solid as 
socialist economic construction deepens. “he rational utilization of 
economic leverages makes it possible to further step up production and 
construction with existing labor, existing facilities, existing materiais, 
existing funds, providing stimuli and control for maximally mobilizing 
the already created production potentialities. This bespeaks that 
utilizing economic leverages in combination to suit the socialist 
economic laws and the socialist economic management principle is where 
an important guarantee for improving economic guidance and enterprise 
management and continuing to accelerate the pace of the socialist 
construction march is. 


Therefore, we must make the mighty economic foundations laid in our 
country sufficiently show their effectiveness, correctly utilizing 
econemic leverages, and must occupy ahead of schedule the towering 
targets of the new long term plan, further enhancing the efficacy of 
societywide labor. 
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In socialist economic .«a..agement, either neglecting the utilization of 
economic leverages or overemphasizing the utiligation of individual 
economic leverages will make it impossible to rationalize overall 
enterprise management or to substantively conduct the work of stimulation 
and control so that the state plan may be carried out without deflection 
by the specific indexes. 


In rationally utilizing economic leverages, it is imperative to 
necessarily hold fast to the principle of precisely taking account of 
what is leading and supplementary and of utilizing them in combination. 
Only by tightly maintaining this principle is it possible to 
satisfactorily fill the demands of all economic laws throughout the 
course of management activities and make the economic leverages fully 
perform their functions as a tool for realizing the economic policy of 
the party. 


What is important here is attaching priority importance to utilizing 
the economic leverages which reflect the intrinsic nature of the 
socialist system. 


In the socialist society where the masses of working people have become 
the master of the ruling power of the state and the means of production, 
all economic activities are conducted on a planned basis. The capitalist 
economy, which is based on private ownership of the means of production, 
moves fortuitously, anarchically, but the socialist economy develops 

at a ceaseless high rate of speed in a balanced way in accordance with 
the state's unified plan which has taken into account the demands of 

the laws of the socialist economy. In the socialist economy, all links 
of reproduction from production, distribution, exchange to consumption, 
and production elements are taken into account and utilized through 

4 series of economic leverages such as planning and materials supply. 
Therefore, in utilizing economic leverages, priority attention must 
necessarily be paid to utilizing the economic leverages native to the 
socialist society. When doing so, it will be possible to make the 
economic leverages thoroughly serve to propel the development of the 
people's economy and display the superiority of the socialist system 

to the hilt. 


The economic leverages which exist relative to the transitiona’ character 
of the socialist society must be utilized on a planned basis as a 
supplementary means to rationalize enterprise management. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"In the transitional period when dregs of the old society still remain 
in many areas of social life, only by correctly utilizing economic 
leverages such as the law of value is it possible to rationalize 
economic management. In the socialist society, it will not do to try to 
conduct economic management the capitalist way, overestimating the 
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importance of the law of value but it is just as wrong to disregard the 
transitional character of the socialist society and totally negate the 
importance of the law of value. ... In the socialist society, it is 
imperative to utilize the law of value on a planned basis as a supplementary 
means to rationalize economic management.” ("Kim Il-song Selected Works," 
Vol 6, p 395) 


The law of value is the economic law of commodity production; consequently, 
this operates when commodity production prevails. The law of value 
Operates in a certain way even in the socialist society, which is a 
transitional society, inasmuch as commodity production goes on and 
commodity-currency relationship exists, but the law of value operates on 
a limited scale, not blindly as in the capitalist society, and is 

utilized in realizing the demands of the law of the socialist economy. 

If in socialist economic management the law of value and related economic 
leverages are not correctly realized, it will be impossible to rationalize 
enterprise management and a lot of the means of production and labor 

could result in a waste. 


In the socialist society the law of Value operates in a certain specific 
way in carrying through the demands of the laws of the socialist economy 
for conserving labor, facilities, and materials and lowering the cost, 
insuring a high rate of speed in economic development, and systematically 
improving the standard of living for the people. The law of value, 
especially subordinated to the operation of the law of the planned, 
balanced development of the people's economy, is 4 supplmentary means 

to correct the shortcomings that may surface in planning and insure the 
precise execution of the established plan. Therefore, only by properly 
utilizing on a planned basis the law of value and related economic 
leverages is it possible to more thoroughly insure the planning nature 
and balanced character of the developing people's economy anc. provide 
stimuli for lowering the standard of material consumption per unit of 
product and more improve the quality of product as well. 


Today what is important in rationally utiliting economic leverages is 
properly calculating planning work, materials supply, and funding 
leverages in close combination so 4s to normalize production on a high 
level, maximaliy mobilizing existing materials, existing funds. 


Raw materials and supplies are important production elements. If 
production is to be conducted on a normal basis, raw materials and 
Supplies must be properly secured, and sufficient funds must be provided 
for financially guaranteeing then. 


Raw materials and supplies are secured by materials supply. Materials 
supply is an economic category that has newly come into being in the 
socialist society where the law of the planned, balanced development of 
the people's economy operates, and is an economic leverage which is 
significantly utilized in rationalizing economic management. An important 
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characteristic of materials supply lies in positively propelling the 

deve lopment of production by making the supply of the means of production 
to state-operated enterprises achieved on a thoroughly planned basis 

and by making production linkages and balance insured through planned 
Supply between branches of the people's economy, between factories and 
enterprises. 


Materials supply, a8 it is achieved in commercial form, also performs 
controlling functions. The commercial form in the planned supply of 

the means of production is a form of planned supply effected only under 
conditions that relevant enterprises have liquid funds for selling and 
buying them at prices set by the state and as such, provides stimuli 

for effectively utilizing materials and funds and performs a controlling 
role as well. 


Therefore, economic guidance functionaries must see to it that there 
emerge no phenomena such as factories and enterprises having on hand 
unnecessary materials and materials in excess of actual needs or 
excessive unfinished products and semi-finished products or carrying 
finished products too long. The materials supply branch, by supplying 
materials only for ready cash in accordance with the demands of the 
Taean Work System, even if the materials are meshed in the plan, must 
provide stimuli and exercise control so that raw materials and supplies 
are utilized on a planned basis. ly by so doing will it be possible 
to make factories and enterprises plan and organize production only 
with the means of production absolutely necessary for fulfilling the 
state plan, prevent phenomena of waste, and raise the efficacy of 

fund utilization as well. 


Very heavy is the responsibility of factory and enterprise functionaries, 
who directly organize and plan production, in maximally, effectively 
utilizing raw materials and supplies, closely combining materials supply 
and funding leverages. Factory and enterprise functionaries must dovetail 
materials supply plan and materiais supply contract to absolutely 
necessary quantities of raw materials and supplies by the classification, 
by the specification, by the grade, based on detailed calcu.stion for 
fulfilling the state plan by quantitative indexes of products according 
to classification; and by fulfilling the state plan without fail by the 
day, by the ten-day period, by the month, by the quarter, with the means 
of production received, they must thoroughly observe planning discipline 
and at the same time, must see to it that no liquid funds lying idle 

in the production and circulation areas obstruct production. In this 

way they must strive to normalize production on a high level, more 
rationally utilizing raw materials and supplies and to produce more 

with less funds, quickening the pace of materials movement and fund 
movement. 


Factories and enterprises must also pay keen attention to utilizing 
various economic leverages in proper combination so as to increase 
production and balance accounts. 
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The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"It will not do for us to consider the balancing of accounts as of little 
importance just because production is high on our list of priorities." 
("A Collection of Writings of Kim Il-song,"” Vol 2, p 565) 


The main objective of enterprise activity in the socialist society is 
increasing production even more for the promotion of the well-being of 
working people. But because it is the main objective of management 
activity to increase production even more, it does not mean that it 
will do to just increase production without balancing accounts. If 
economic guidance functionaries irrationally organize management 
activity, the state's economic burden will grow bigger and in the end, 
will obstruct the promotion of well-being of the entire people. Therefore, 
even while increasing production, it is imperative to systematically 
lower the cost and increase State accumulation, conserving. raw materials 
and supplies and raising labor productivity, and each unit under the 
independent economic accounting system must commendably balance 
accounts. 


Important in balancing accounts is increasing production, lowering the 
cost, and eliminating uneconomic expenditures to the utmost. 


Production increased with less expenses, the cost per unit of product 
will become lower even as the total output increases, and the source of 
wage funds id State accumulation will come to rapidly grow. Thus 

in the even. of increasing production with less expenditures, various 
economic indicators such as the total output, the cost, state 
enterprise profits, wage funds, and liquid funds, will come to be 
expressed affirmatively and the financial state of enterprises will 
improve as well. But even in the event that the total output was 
increased, if labor and the means of production were used in excess of 
the plan or the standard, or wasted, then it could exert negative 
influence on overall economic activity because it would rather increase 
the cost, decrease State accumulation, an’ the shortage of licuid funds 
would strain the financial state. This shows that attention must be 
paid to the fulfillment of the total output and at the same time, 
various economic leverages such as the cost, returns, liugid funds, 

and state enterprise profits must be properly calculated. Only by 
precisely balancing accounts even while increasing production is it 
possible to satisfactoriiy conduct management activity and ultimately, 
to rapidly develop the overall people's economy. 


Important in properly balancing accounts is precisely carrying out 
the cost plan. 


Cost is a qualitative index which characterizes the management 
activity of an enterprise as a whole and an economic leverage which 
is significantly utilized in adjusting and controlling the expenditure 
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of societywide labor. When factories and enterprises, failing to improve 
utilization of facilities, waste labor and exceed the standards of material 
consumption and management cost, it will be difficult to fulfill the cost 
plan even if the production plan is fulfilled. Factories and enterprises 
must positively lower eapenses constituting component parts of the cost 
such as labor, material, and depreciation of fixed assets per unit of 
product, analyze management activity linking it with various indexes such 
as the classification index and grade index, and effectively utilize 

a cost leverage in improving enterprise management as a whole. When doing 
SO, it will be possible to satisfactorily solve both the question of 
increasing production and the question of balancing accounts and to 
precisely fulfill the state plan by the specific indexes. 


In rationally utilizing economic leverages it is important to make the 
workers pay atention to raising labor norm and increasing per employ 
Output by precisely calculating factors exerting influence on the 

per employee production volume and by properly combining labor norm and 
labor reward leverages. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"If work norms are raised and the workers carry them out, the per employee 
Output will increase that much. Therefore, a reward for labor to the 
workers can and must be increased. It is to augment the wealth of the 
country and, at the same time, further upgrade the living standards 

of the working people that we increase production." (Booklet "Let Us 
Thoroughly Abide by the Socialist Labor Law,” p 18) 


Per employee output is one of the important indexes showing the 
developing standard of national productive forces and economic might 
along with per capita national income. Only with per employee output 
raised, State accumulation and national income will grow and so will 

the source of income for working people, and the material and cultural 
standards of the people will also ceaselessly improve. ccordingly, 

the question of increasing per employee output arises as 4a very important 
question in socialist construction as well as in economic management. 


Today our party, while consolidating the experience gained in the 
struggle to increase per employee output in the past period, has laid 
down the militant task to increase it to 15,000 won or more. 


In order to brilliantly carry out this militant task laid down by the 
party, it is imperative to increase labor product.vity and maximally, 
effectively utilize deployed labor, decisively raising the ratio of labor 
of the basic production branch, especially labor of the direct branch 
based on concrete calculation of all factors exerting influence on 

per employee output, and stepping up technical innovations. Only then 
will it be possible to prvuduce more with less expenditure of labor and 
further improve the standard of living for the working people as well.

In order to increase per employee output, it is imperative to strengthen 
political work aimed at making the producers pay their keen attention to 

it and at the same time, to thoroughly implement the socialist distribution 
principle, the socialist labor reward system. 


In order to maxe all working people in the socialist society energetically 
step up production and construction with an attitude befitting the master, 
it is imperative above all to give priority to political work. If the 
revolutionary fervor of working people is higher, per employee output comes 
to rise by that much. But this is not to say that properly implementing 
the socialist distribution principle, the socialist labor reward system 

is less important. In the socialist society which is a transitional 
society, only if the socialist distribution principle, the socialist labor 
reward system is thoroughly implement, along with strengthening 
politicomoral stimuli, is it possible to further enhance the production 
desire of working people and energetically press on with the development 
of productive forces. 


In order to correctly implement the socialist labor reward system, it is 
imperative to properly set labor norm, systematically raise it, and 

at the same time, increase labor reward as the higher labor norm is 
carried out. 


Labor norm is labor quota that must be carried out within a specific unit 
number of hours, and properly setting it forms the basis for precisely 
implementing the socialist labor reward system. The purpose of properly 
setting labor norm and systematically increasing it lies in improving 

the standard of living for the working people by further increasing 
production and correctly implementing distribution for their expenditure 
of labor. Only if labor norm is set high and wage, bonus, and bounty 

are increased accordingly, will working people come to positively strive, 
voluntarily concerning themselves with carrying out the labor norm, to 
achieve technical innovations, conserve labor and material, and further 
increase production. When this happnes, it will be possitle to create 
favorable conditions for further improving enterprise management activity 
by increasing the output volume of products and improving theiv quality. 
Therefore, economic guidance functionaries must periodically review 

labor norm, systematically increase it, and raise lab r reward accordingly. 


Properly conducting the work of evaluating labor is an important way to 
stimulate and inspire working people to work even better not only 
quantitatively but qualitatively as well. Only under conditions that 
labor is precisely evaluated quantitatively and qualitatively, will it 
be possible to make distribution to working people for the amount they 
have worked, for the amount they have earned, and further enhance the 
production desire of working people. 


Economic guidance functionaries must properly evaluate the quantity and 
quality of work ng people's labor in combination with their progress 
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in fulfilling the production quota, their progress in utilizing materials, 
their progress in improving the quality of product, their progress in 
adopting new technologies. In particular, the functionaries of enterprises 
must precisely organize accounting work, further strengthening the daily 
system of summing up production and finances, whose superiority and 
vitality have been proved to the hilt in practice. 





While overseeing the entire course of socialist reproduction, overall 
enterprise management, to correctly calculate the functions and character- 
istrics of individual economic leverages and rationally utilize them is 

a difficult task which calls for high economic knowledge and job 
performance abilities. Only the functionary possessed of high economic 
knowledge and job performance abilities can ably utilize economic 
leverages and take timely action to solve various questions arising in 
enterprise management. 


Economic guidance functionaries, thoroughly establishing a revolutionary 
study attitude, must substantively study the teachings the great leader 
Comrade Kim Il-song has given for the economic management area and the 
embodiment, the economic policy of our party, the socialist economic 
management method. Thus they must further improve enterprise management 
and put management activity on a higher scientific level. 


To rationally utilize economic leverages in enterprise management is a 
rewarding struggle to maximally, effectively utilize the already created 
economic resources and production potentialities.

Syngman Rhee, U.S. imperialism viciously perpetrated its barbaric 
suppression against the south Korean people. But this merely resulted 
in making the south Korean people rise up in the struggle to oppose the 
colonial rule of U.S. imperialism and the Syngman Rhee puppet gang and 
realize freedom and democracy and the reunification of the country. 
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The September general strike, the October people's resistance, the 
struggle against the 10 May unilateral election, and the Yosu military 
uprising which the south Korean people launched following liberation, 
eloquently bespeak this. 


In particular, the April Popular Uprising of 1960 was a mass people's 
uprising which vividly showed that the more the suppression of U.S. 
imperialism and its lackeys is intensified, the bigger the people's 
resistance against it grows. 


With the outbreak of the 19 April Popular Uprising in south Korea, the 
Syngman Rhee puppet gang who had been indulging in tyranny of every 
description,reigning over the south Korean people, at last came to an end. 


The Pak Chong-hui puppet gang, who intercepted political power by means 
of a military coup following the April Popular Uprising, transformed 

the whole area of the south into a vortex of fascism, enforcing military 
dictatorship by far more vicious than the Syngman Rhee rule. 


The diabolical traitor Pak Chong-hui puppet gang, enforcing: the 

"yusin system,” ruthlessly suppressed and massacred the south Koren 
people and unhesitatingly perpetrated all kinds of criminal acts for 
perpetual division of the country. Under “yusin”™ fascist dictatorship 
Suppression south Korea, literally lying in ruins where democracy was 
completely violated and wiped out, was transformed into a land of 
darkness where even the most elementary freedom and right of the 
people were mercilessly trampled. 


Thus the grievances and anger of the south Korean people against the 
"yusin" fascist dictatorship permeated heaven and earth, and the 

people experienced it to the quick that leaving the dictatorship alone, 
they could never cast off their misfortunes and sufferings, lack of 
rights, and poverty. 


Precisely this being so, the south Korean people have persistently 
launched the struggle against the "yusin” fascist dictatorship from 
the first day it was established. 


Following "October yusin” the Pak Chong-hui puppet gang's fascist 
suppression was unprecedently intensified and struggle conditions became 
very difficult but the south Korean youth and students and people of 

all strata, as undaunted as ever, launched without interruption b)oody 
struggles cuch as the October strugle of 1973 and 3 April struggle 

of 1974 te oppose the "yusin” fascist dictatorship and realize the 
democratization of society and hasten the reunification of the country. 
In particular, popular uprisings broke out last October in Pusan and 
Masan to put an end to the colonial military fascist rule. These were 
popular uprisings reminiscent of the April Popular Uprising of 1960. 





The uprisings in Pusan and Masan became an important turnaround point 
that put an end to traitor Pak Chong-hui, the fascist dictator who 
nad perpetrated all kinds of bestial suppression and atrocities, 
reigning as fascism incarnate for nearly 20 long years. 


Following the death of scoundrel Pak Chong-hui, the souti: Korean people 
strongly demanded that the “yusin” fascist system be abolished at the 
earliest possible date and democratization be realized in all areas of 
sociopolitical life; and the general popular feelings were focused 

on democratization. 


But the remnancs of "yusin,” taking to the road of flagrantly defying 
such aim and demand of the people and going against the general trend, 
pressed down the people even more ruthlessly. 


The gang of Chon Tu-hwan, who has inherited fascist frenzy as part of 

his physical constitution in the bosom of traitor Pak Chong-hui and 
become proficient in covert intelligence stratagem and fraudulence, 

came out to perpetrate vicious stratagemical machinations for maintaining 
the diabolical "yusin system" by hook or by crook, taking advantage of 
the complex and chaotic political situation created in south Korea 
following the 26 October incident. 


Scoundrel Chon Tu-hwan, a fascist maniac killer, by stratagemical means 
gained a tight grip on the military and the "Central Intelligence Agency," 
and on 17 May this year, placed the whole of south Korea under expanded 
“emergency martial law” on the pretext of “threat of invasion from the 
north” and “security.” This is a carbon copy of the 16 May military 

coup whereby the previous dictator had intercepted the puppet political 
power, mobilizing armed force, and blatantly bared their inherent nature 
to hold in check the democratic development of south Korean society 

and even more intensify the suppression of the people. 


Under the “emergency martial law” proclaimed by the gang of Chon Tu-hwan 
and under their “martial proclamation No 10" which is even more vicious 
than the “emergency decree No 9” unger the Pak Chong-hui rule, all 
political activities are prohibited throughout south Korea, all 
universities and colleges are closed, and free activities such as 
assembly, demonstration and speech are banned. In addition, many youths 
and students, and personalities of the political, academic, press, and 
religious circles who courageously struggied for democratic freedoms and 
rights against ‘ascism, have been arrested and jailed. Thus south Korea 
has come to face a very grave situation as a stiflirj living hell, 

more insufferable than the suppression of traitor Pak Chong-hui for 19 years. 


The outrageous act on 17 May by the remnants of "yusin" further intensifz<4 
the acute confrontation between the fascist forces and the democratic 

Ss in south Korea and could not but make utterly indignant the youu 
tudents, and the people of all strata, who, so disillusioned with 











the fascist "“yusin system," had sacrificially fought against it, unafraid 
of prison and the gallows. The anger of the people against the remnants 
of "yusin" soared throughout the whole of south Korea, and the antifascist 
democratization struggle expanded rapidly. 


From 18 May onward, the patriotic people, the youth and students of 
Kwangju, reflecting such torrential stream of democratization overflowing 
throughwut"che land of the south, at last rose up in a heroic war of 
resistance. Loudly shouting slogans such as "lift the emergency martial 
law at once," “remnants of yusin, step down," “execute Chon Tu-hwan,” 
they launched mass resistance. 


The Kwangju Popular Uprising, which gave vent by a stroke to the longstanding 
indignation and anger of the south Korean people, once again eloquently 
proves the truth that the more repressed, the stronger the resistance 

grows. . 


The great leader Comrade KimIl-song taught as follows: 


"Only by struggle can oppressed peoples liberate themselves. This is 
a simple, clear truth proved by history." ("Kim Il-song Selected Works," 
Vol 4, 2d impression, p 521) 


It is inevitable that the masses of working people should struggle to 
liberate themselves from exploitation and oppression. 


The mass resistance that burst into flames in Kwangju was a just 
struggle of the people to cast off the fascist oppression of the 
oppressors. 


The Kwangju Popular Uprising shows that when repressed by ironfisted 
rule, the strength of the masses of people grows incomparably bigger. 


Even in the face of multilayer encirclement of Kwangju city by enormous 
forces of the puppet army under stringent "emergency martial law" 
enforced by the remnants of "yusin,” the Kwangju resisters held 

every day a large-scale mass meeting against the "“yusin” fascist 

system and courageously fought, standing up to the vicious “martial 

law army" coming at them, mobilizing even aircraft and tanks. 


The rebellious masses dealt teiling blows to U.S. imperialism and the south 
Korean puppets, by forming “do-or-die units” and heroically fighting, never 
slacking their strucgle in the slightest even amid the grim trial that 

the scoundrels were perpetrating bestial atrocities and indiscriminate 
violence. 


Truly, the patriotic people of Kwangju, by sacrificially struggling with 
a heroic resolve to die rather than live as the slaves of fascism any 
longer in their fierce confrontation with the fascist forces, have left 











behind immortal achievements that will long shine in the history of 
the fatherland, 


The recent Kwangju Popular Uprising is a historic event of extraordinary 
significance in the struggle histories of the south Korean people and of 
other oppressed peoples for the sake of freedom and democracy against 
oppressors. 


(The significance of] the Kwangju Popular Uprising lies above all in that 
it was the biggest and most fierce mass rebellion, a first in the 
modern (kundae as against hyondee of contemporary) histories of the 
Asian peoples to oppose despotism and realize democracy. 


The modern histories of the Asian peoples record many bioody struggles 
against feudal despotism and colonial oppression. But never before has 
there been such a big, fierce mass armed resistance as the Kwangju 


Popular Uprising. 


The Kwangju Popular Uprising which began as a peaceful demonstration 
struggle, had to fight, standing up to two heavily armed divisions. 


The insurgents fought with empty hands at first but in the process, 
raided the armories of the puppet police and “reserve army” and armed 
themselves with several thousand pieces of weapons, several score 
thousand rounds of ammunition, several armored vehicles, and several 
hundred military vehicles. 


Along with arming themselves with weapons taken from the enemy, the 
insurgents organized their armed ranks such as “the citizens army” 
and “special guard units” as self-defensive armed organizations to 
fight in direct confrontation with the enormous regular armed forces. 


Thus armed, the Kwangju resisters, erecting obstacles such as barricades 
along the line of confrontation with the puppet army, courageously 
fought to the end against the scoundrels. 


The Kwangju Popular Uprising is a mass uprising of the people that 
continued for an unprecedented duration with unprecedented persistence 


and fierceness. 


After occupying puppet organs of authority such as the “provincial 
government office” and bringing their functions to a complete halt, 

the Kwangju insurgents formed self-governing organizations such as 
“citizens committee” and “democratic struggle committee” and turned the 
whole of Kwangju city into something like 4 liberated area. 


Under said organizations the insurgents led the struggle in a unified 
way on the one hand and, printing and disseminating flyers and even an 


underground newspaper, expanded the struggle to the periphery of the 
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city and even amid the attacks and sabotage machiantions of the puppet 
army being intensified in every possible way, held the city for as long 
as 4 dosen days. 


Even under such difficult conditions that the scoundrels were intensifying 
their military threats, their cunning aroeesement and deception, their 
economic blockade such as cutting o:: - Supplies, and even in the 

face of enormous casualties such af# seveial thousand dead and more than 
ten thousand injured, the patriotic people of Kwangju, never submitting 
to the scoundrels, resolutely tought on to their last moment of life. 


The Kwangju Popular Uprising is also a popular uprising unprecedentedly 
big in the ec e of particiaption and the scope of struggle. 


Participating in the Kwangju Popular Uprising were the broad masses of 

all strata such as the workers, peasants, the youth and students, 
intellectuals, petty merchants, handicraft workers, religious personalities 
and even the “j;ublic officials” of puppet organs, police and businessmen 
too. And many youths and older adults from other regions such as Seoul 
and people from many areas in South and North Cholla provinces joined 
forces. The Kwangju Popular Uprising that began as a 5,000-man demonstration, 
expanded in no time to a force of 100,000, 200,000, 300,000 as old people 
and women, even 10-year-old children joined forces, not to mention workers 
and peasants, the youth and students. This is equivalent to 41 percent 

of the Kwangju city population or 10 times as large in scope as the 
Kwangju city struggle at the time of the 19 April Uprising of 1960. 


Viewed in terms of regional scope, too, the struggle was unprecedentedly 
enormous. 


The struggle that began in Kwangju spilled over to most areas of South 
South Cholla Province such as Mokp'o, Naju, Hwasun, Yonggwang, and 
Tamyang and even to North Cholla Province, and 17 cities and counties 
were seized by the insurgents. 


Indeed, the Kwangju Popular Uprising is a mass armed rebellion unprecedented 
in the struggle history of the people to realize freedom and democracy. 


That is why foreign press dispatches reported that the Kwangju rebellion 
was “in the form of a kind of Kwangju commune.” 


The Kwangju Popular Uprising also showed that even under the ruthless 
fascist suppression system the south Korean people are not dead but alive 


and possess the enormous strength capable of achieving freedom and 
liberation by their own struggle. 


The south Korean people, deprived of every democratic freedom and right 
to living under the evil rule of diabolical “yusin,” are being subjected 
to unprecedentedly ruthless fascist tyranny and are living in a stifling 
condition. 
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But the Kwangju Popular Uprising of last May eloquently showed that even 
under the tyrannical rule of such ruthless “yusin system” the south Korean 
people are fighting, resolutely rising up, and that if the people struggle 
with determination and unity, they are quite capable of toppling the 
remaining fascist forces. 


The uprising of Fwa.gju people--an uprising in which they fought against 
heavily armed regular armed forces in a frontal clash, staging a mass 
anti-"“government” rebellion unde: the “emergency martial law” which cast 
@ stringent surveillance net, mobilizing colossal suppression forves-- 
displayed the fact that the fighting spirit and clase awareness of the 
south Korean people rising so high and their strength is growing so 
strong that they will be quite capable of fighting to the end, unafraid 
of sacrifice. 


The fire of a mass people's resistance that began burning in Kwangju is 
one of the eloquent instances that showed the indomitable will of the 
south Korean people who, the more repressed, the gure resolutely resist. 


The Kwangju Popular Uprising has taught the south Korean people the 
precious truth that freedom and democracy are no’ something someone else 
brings to them but could be won only by their own struggle, and is 
energetically encouraging the struggle of all the south Korean peopie 
against the remnants of “yusin.” 


The Kwangju Popular Uprising, which displayed to the hilt the tremendous 
struggle potentialities and heroic vigor of the south Korean people, 

has dealt telling blows to U.S. imperialism and its lackeys, the remnants 
of “yusin,” striking extreme unease and fear into the scoundrels. 


The patriotic people of Kwangju in their resistance struggle killed 

several hundred members of the puppet military police and destroyed or 
burned several hundred military vehicles, scores of puppet organs of 
authority such as the “provincial government office” and their broadcasting 
station. 


The Kwangju Popular Uprising provided an opportunity to completely 
expose the fascist identity of the gang of Chon Tu-hwan before the world. 
That is why the remnants of “yusin” headed by Chon Tu-hwan are being 
unanimously cursed and denounced by the entire Korean people and world 
peoples, and are being more and more isolated and denounced every day. 


At present our overseas compatriots living in various countries of the 
world such as the United States, unable to hold back their soaring anger 
at the utterly hateful atrocities of murder committed by the evil gang 
of Chon Tu-hwan in Kwangju city, are unanimously shouting “tear this 
homicidal maniac to pieces” and “put the gang of Chon Tu-hwan to 
summary execution by shooting.” 











The social and press circles of many countries of the world are also 
exposing and denouncing the bloody suppression atrocities of the remnants 
of “yusin” who turned the whole of Kwangju into a people's sea of blood. 

In particular, the government of Seychelles, scathingly denouncing the 
remants of “yusin” who bestially suppressed the Kwangju Popular Uprising, 
resolutely decided to break diplomatic relations with the south Korean 
puppets. Also with the Kwangju incident as a turning point, the tendency 
of many countries to avoid contact with the south Korean puppets is growing 


every day. 


The external isolation of the south Korean ruling circles is driving into 
4 graver crisis the south Sorean economy which depends on foreign forces 
as the lifeline and is threatening the very existence of the remnants of 
“yusin.” 


With the Kwangju Popular Uprising as 4 turning point, the vicious, 
cunning U.S. imperialist aggression policy and the true colors of the 
scoundrels a5) the positive protector of the dictatorship regime have 
been bared even more clearly before the world. 


It is one of the customary techniques of the U.S. imperialist colonial 
policy to maintain their colonial rule and intensify suppression against 
the people by means of encouraging their puppets. U.S. imperialism 

has by such means been driving the successive puppets of south Korea 
into suppressing the people and even today is still positively backing 
the evil military fascist gang of Chon Tu-hwan. 


When the gang of south Korea's military dictator Chon Tu-hwan committed 
fascist outrage on 17 May, the U.S. authorities outwardly expressed 
“regret” or “concern,” but actually, true to their attributes as 
aggressors, arranged to have several divisions of the puppet army under 
the command of the U.S. military commander moved into suppressing the 
people. What is more,a high-ranking U.S. scoundrel, publicly mouthing 
“the insurgents of Kwangju must be put down by iron fists,” wove the 
web of a heinous plot to mobilize even the ).5. forces in occupation 
of south Korean into putting down the people's rebellion. 


On the other hand, fabricating a wild falsehood that “outside forces might 
take advantage of” the chaotic situation creatied in south Korea, U.S. 
imperialism even carried out military operations in south Korea and 


vicinity such as eme mobilization of the Airborne Warning and 
Control System and aircraft carrier. 


Under U.S. imperialist encouragement and support, the gang of Chon Tu-hwan, 
military fascist hooligans, perpetrated the most bestial, the most 
merciless genocide unprecedented in human history, and the city of 
Kwangju, a city of resistance, was stained with the red blood of the 
resistance fighters and good citizens crying freedom and democracy. 
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All facts eleqeuntly prove that it is indeed the U.S. imperialists who 
were the mastermind that drove and backed up the gang of Chon Tushwan 
to commit mass murders against the people of Kwangju city who vigorously 
launched into the etruggle for antifascist democratization. 


Whatever cunning two-faced stratagem it may resort to, U.S. imperialism 
absolutely cannot evade the criminal responsibility for causing the 


bloody tragedy. 


Today the entire Korean people and overseas compatriots and the progressive 
peoples of the world are unable to hold back their soaring indignation 
against south Korea's military fascist gang and the U.S. imperialists who 
bestially suppressed the just struggle of the people of Kwangju, and 

are sternly condemning the scoundrels. 


Truly immortal shall be the shining exploits which the youth and students 
and people of Kwangju have left behind in the sacred struggle cause for 
freedom and liberation. 


Even though the blood shed by the patriotic people of Kwangju did not come 
to bear the deserved fruits on account of the bestial suppression by the 
fascist oppressors, their aim and aspiration shall inevitably be realized. 


As the great leader taught, it is in the nature of law that where there 
is oppression, there is resistance and that where there is resistance, 
revolution breaks out. 


Historical experience shows that the more intensified the suppression 
and oppression by reactionary ruling circles, the more resolute the 
resistance and struggle of the people against thea.

a total collapse of the south Korean economy and a societywide chaos. 


No matter what desperate measures south Korea's military hooligans 
headed by scoundrel Chon Tu-hwan may take under the positive 
encouragement of U.S. imperialism, the day of reckoning for the 
scoundrels is getting ever closer. 


It is in the nature of law that fascist dictators who defy the will of 
the masses of people and put down their just demands by the bayonet, 
do not last long. 


In recent years this was shown by the fate of two dictators--Pahlavi 
of Iran and Somoza of Nicaragua; this was also proved by the last days of 
traitors Syngman Rhee and Pak Chong-hui in south Korea. 


Neither can be any different the fate of the gang of Chon Tu-hwan 
clinging to military fascist rule to the end, going against the stream 
of history. 


The present south Korean military fascist ruling circles, finding a 
deserved lesson in the miserable last days of their predecessors, 
should refrain from recklessly going wild. 


The “yusin” military fascist remnants must lift the “emergency martial 
law” at once, give up forthwith the fascist military rule, and immediately 
release the democratic personalities, the patriotic youth and students, 
the people of all strata who have been unjustly arrested and imprisoned. 














At the same time, they must give up anticommunist stratagemical 
machinations such as the nonexistent “threat of invasion from the north" 
and “infiltration of the communists” and stop suppressing the people. 


Today the anticommunist stratagemical machination so false that no one 
would believe it but to which south Korea's military fascist elements 
are c.iinging is 4 ruse to cover up the true state of the south Korean 
situation created by their reactionary suppression policies and intensify 
their suppression against the people and their war policy. 


The south Korean military fascist elements, whatever excuse and plot they 
may use, never can rationalize the fascist dictatorship unanimously 
cursed and denounced by the people nor can they justfy the bestial 
suppression atrocities against the south Korean people. 


Today, history is being shaped to suit the aim and aspiration of the 
masses of people, not the will of the imperialists and their lackeys. 


There is no force that can stand in the way of the struggle of the 

south Korean people to abolish the “yusin system,” realize the democrati- 
zation of society, and hasten the independent and peaceful reunification 
of the fatherland. 


Inevitably victorious shall be the antifascist democratization struggle 
of the south Korean people who receive the positive support and 
encouragement of the people of the northern half of the republic and 
the progressive peoples of the world. 
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UNEMPLOYMENT IS AN INEVITABLE PRODUCT OF THE CAPITALIST SYSTEM

(Text) Today unemployment is becoming a serious social problem in 
capitalist countries. 


The reactionary ruling circles of capitalist countries, every time 
they make their policies public, talk about “measures” or “plan” 

as if they would “insure jobs for people who are living without hope” 
but this is no more than one of their deceitful techniques to pacify 
the dissatisfaction of the people growing daily on account of 


unemployment and poverty. 


As the general crisis of capitalism deepens, it further fuels chronic 
unemployment in many capitalist countries and the ranks of the unemployed 
and underemployed ceaselessly grow. 





Unemployment which is becoming an increasingly serious problem in 
capitalist countries is more and more betraying the state of decay of 
the capitalist system resulting in intensifying the conflicts between 
the exploiting class and the exploited class. 


Chronic unemployment is an inevitable rroduct of the capitalist 
system. 


Labor is an indispensable requirement and right for human life but 
this is not to say that such right is satisfactorily insured in any and 
all societies. 


Under the capitalist system where an extreme minority of the exploiting 
class monopolizes the powers of the state and the means of production 
and has everything at its beck and call, it is one of the social 
phenomena that the right to labor of the masses of working people 
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is mercilessly trampled and many people capable of labor cannot 
avoid unemployment. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


“In the exploiting society, because the working masses do not have the 
ruling powers of the state and the means of production, they remain 
an object of exploitation and oppression, unable to become the master 
of society, and suffer all kinds of humiliation and contempt in terms 
of personality. In the capitalist society where money talks, the 
personality of a man is also assessed by money and he who does not 
have money is treated as if he were a thing.” ("Kim Il-song Selected 
Works,” Vol 6, pp 343-344) 


The capitalist society is a most reactionary society where a minority 
of privileged classes such as landlords and capitalists with a grip 
on the powers of the state and the means of production, oppress and 
exploit an absolute majority of the working masses as they please. 


In the capitalist society, an extreme minority of exploiting classes 
such as capitalists holds a grip on all the means of production such 
as machines, facilities, and raw materials as well as a monopoly on 
all products. 


The broad working masses in the capitalist society are in direct 
charge of production but, only because they possess none of the means 
of production, they are being used by the capitalist class as an 
object of exploitation and oppression, as a means of making money. 


In the capitalist society, an absolute majority of the working masses 
in fact have nothing but their labor. Only if they sell their labor 
to the capitalists, can they avoid starvation to death and barely 
sustain their lives. 


Precisely this being so, in the capitalist society an extreme minority 
of the capitalist scoundrels rides roughshod over an absolute majority 
of the working masses and exploits the working masses as it pleases 
and kicks the workers out of their jobs whenever deemed necessary for 
its interests. In such capitalist society the phenomenon comes to 
appear that a certain specific portion of the population possessed of 
labor abilities loses the means of livelihood, unable to find jobs. 


Private ownership of the means of production by the capitalists 
constitutes not only the basis for determining capitalistic production 
relationships but also the root cause spawning the economic 
enslavement and exploitation, impoverishment and unemployment of the 
working masses by the capitalists. 


In the capitalist society, unemployment comes to grow rapidly on a 
larger scale as capital gets concentrated. 
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The capitalists employ the workers and run business in order to make 
more money by exploiting them, not by any means to produce things needed 
by the working masses. 


The capitalists, as long as they make a lot of money, could not care less 
about the misfortunes and sufferings of the workers, whether they live 
or die. On the contrary, if the production of certain things does not 
make money, they stop producing them, no matter how essential they are 
for the society and social beings. 


Capitalistic production is aimed at extracting maximal profits with the 
least possible capital. 





The capitalists expand production in order to extract still greater 
profits. 


The capitalists squander for their luxuries and pleasures part of the 
surplus value earned by exploiting the workers and use the rest as 
capital for expanding production on a larger scale. 


The growth of capitalistic production increases capital accumulation and 
ceaselessly enhances the organic structure of capital. In the modern 
capitalist society, especially as the capitalists adopt new machinery 
and technology in production on the excuse of “rationalizing” production, 
they quickly increase the share of invariable capital in the organic 
structure of capital while conversely reducing the relative demands for 
variable capital, that is, labor force. 


In the capitalist society, the developing new technology and the ensuing 
production organization, instead of lessening the backbreaking labor 

of the workers, come to bring the result of employing a less number of 
workers and turning them into an integral part of machines. In this way, 
the more the capitalists introduce machinery and technology and 
“rationalize” production organization and management activity, the 

worse the labor conditions of the workers in employment and the higher 
the labor intensity and the larger the number of workers who are kicked 
out of their jobs. 


Por instance, last year Japan's “Toyota” automobile plant, by means of 
“rationalizing” the assembly process and accelerating the speed of the 
assembly conveyor, increased labor intensity more than 30 percent and 
let many plant workers go. 


In this way, as capitalism develops, mass unemployment expands even more 
and a large working population comes to completely lose their jobs and 
means of livelihood. 


The developing capitalistic production, as it also intensifies the conflicts 
between production and consumption, ceaselessly spawns economic panic and 


massive unemployment . 
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Under modern capitalism the conflicts betveen production and consumption 
intensify and drive economic life as a whole inte an extreme chaos. 


At present in the capitalist countries, faced with compound difficulties 
such as unprecedented raw material shortages, fuel shortages, and fund 
shortages, economic life as a whole is going through a serious crisis. 

In many capitalist countries nearly all economic branches such as the 
metallurgical, machine manufacturing, extractive, and textile branches 

are in a state of stagnation, and industrial production is rapidly falling. 


In the case of the U.S. economy, too, the steel, automobile, and 
construction branches known as the “three pillars” of U.S. industry, 

are suffering from severe blows. The U.S. automobile industry, on account 
of severe management difficulties, are closing assembly plants en masses, 
kicking many workers out of their jobs. 


In Japan, too, which is said to have registered “high growth” in economic 
development in recent years, enterprises are going through management 
difficulties. At present in Japan, enterprises are operating at 

70-80 percent of capacity and branches such as shipbuilding at a mere 

50 percent. As for other capitalist countries such as France and 

West Germany, the situation is the same. 


On account of a serious economic crisis sweeping the capitalist world, 
factories and enterprises in capitalist countries are going bankrupt 
en masse. 


Last year in the United States many medium and small enterprises went 
bankrupt on account of management difficulty of one kind or another, 

and in Japan some 16,000 enterprises went bankrupt. In other countries, 
too, such as France, West Germany, and Belgium, many enterprises went 
bankrupt and among them were even large monopoly companies. 


Under such conditions the mono; capitalist scoundrels are resorting 
to all kinds of machinations to «void by hook or by crook the losses 
stemming from the economic crisis and are shifting all burdens onto the 
working masses such as the workers. 


The monopoly capitalist scoundrels on a variety of execuses are forcing 
more ruthless labor conditions and labor intensity upon the workers, 
intensifying the exploitation of them more than at any time, and 

under the pretext of reducing so-called “production cost,” are driving 
a large number of workers out of the factories. 





The fact that in capitalist countries the unemployed continue to grow 

in number is also related to the various machinations which multinational 
enterprises, large monopolies, are perpetrating to pursue maximal 
profits. 
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The monopoly capitalists who have fattened themselves by exploiting 
their domestic workers, come to advance into other countries in order 
to make still more profits. They grasp even enterprises in other countries 
by various means such as either buying them out outright or eventually 
buying out, by means of financing, those enterprises which are expericing 
management difficulties. In particular, multinational enterprises which 
are imperialist monopolies, advance on a large scale into many countries 
of the world to exploit “cheap labor force." By advancing into countries 
where the sources of raw materials are located and where labor is 
relatively cheap, instead of investing in the production branches of their 
own countries, the multinational enterprises are causing a lot of 
unemployment in their own countries. 


Under the capitalist system where the means of production are thus held 
in the hands of an extreme minority of exploiting classes and production 
is conducted for their wealth, it becomes an inevitable social phenomenon 
that no matter how much the working masses work their fingers to the bone, 
they are completely robbed of their fruits of labor by the capitalists 
and in the end, have to roam the streets, kicked out of their jobs and 
deprived of the means of livelihood. 


At present in every country of the capitalist world many people, deprived 
of their jobs, are roaming the streets in a steady stream and thei: 
ranks are increasing in number day after day. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"Many capitalist countries such as the United States, Japan, and West 
Germany, are being driven into a great chaos on account of a drastic drop 
in production, runaway inflation, constantly skyrocketing prices, and 
the unemployed in the millions are filling the streets to overflowing.” 
("Answers to Questions Posed by Foreign Journalists,” Vol 2, p 215) 


Essentially, unemployment in the capitalist society has been a constant 
social phenomenon but never before has it fecome such an acute social 
problem as today. 


At present, unemployment in capitalist countries is becoming a social 
problem more serious than at any time. 


The seriousness of unemployment in capitalist countries is above all 
in the enormous scale the unemployed ranks have reached. 


According to data, at present the completely unemployed in capitalist 
countries number 50 million. The underemployed added to this figure, 
the number exceeds 350 million. This is an astounding figure which 
exceeds the total population of "European Common Market" countries by 
nearly 100 million. 
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It is becoming an unstoppable trend that the unemployed ranks in 
capitalist countries are increasing with each passing day. 


In the United States, the unemployed numbered 3.93 million in 1960 but 
the figure has increased to 8.2 million this year. In last May alone, 
an additional 900,000 workers lost their jobs in the United States and 
joined the unemployed ranks. 


The unemployed in the member nations of the “European Common Market” 
numbered 5.04 million in 1975, which increased to 6.2 million as of 
the end of last year. But this is an official figure and the actual 
number reaches 10 million. The unemployed in Britain, too, numbered 
1.47 million as of January this year or 115,000 more than as of the 
end of last year. In France, the number of the unemployed increased 
ll percent in the past one year to 1.99 million. 


An extreme minority of exploiting classes monopolizing the means of 
production gets richer every day without even moving a finger but the 
broad working masses, even though they work their fingers to the bone, 
cannot escape poverty and misfortune and get mercilessly kicked out 

of their jobs. Precisely such is the reality of the capitalist society 
today . 


The seriousness of unemployment in capitalist countries lies in that 
it has become a chronic malaise, not a temporary phenomenon. 


In the past period, it used to be a general phenomenon that unemployment 
in capitalist countries went up and down in step with the cyclical 
boom of the capitalist economy. 


In the past, there was a revolving pattern in many capitalist countries 
that as economic panic occurred, the u employed drastically increased 
in number but as the economy regained a temporary boom, the number of 
the unemployed also decreased to a certain extent. 


But in recent years, regardless of tne cyclical boom of the economy, 
the number of the unemployed has continued to rise in many capitalist 
countries, increasingly taking on the character of a chornic malaise. 


From 1977 onward after the 1974-1975 economic panic, capitalist countries 
showed a partial “recovery in boom" but the unemployment rate increased 
further instead of decreasing. 


For 1975 in the panic period Britain had 978,000 unemployed which 
increased to 1.446 million in 1978; and for the same period, the 
unemployed in Italy increased from 654,000 to 1.57 million. 


Chronic unemployment is making even more miserable the already sorry 
plight of the unemployed masses without the means of livelihood. 
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The many unemployed in capitalist countries who have no means of 
livelihood are barely sustaining their lives from day to day amid 
constant misfortunes and sufferings without any hope for today and tomorrow. 


It is no accident that even bourgeois publications, reporting on the 
“growing unemployment" in capitalist countries, write it is a “miracle” 
that the large unemployed masses, who have no means of finding jobs, 
are somehow managing to remain alive. 


In the capitalist countries, the underemployed ranks are also ceaselessly 
growing, in addition to the completely unemployed. 


At present in the capitalist countries, the number of those underemployec 
who somehow manage to work only a few days in a week or a month exceed 
300 million indeed, it is reported. 


Those who live amid constant fear and suffering because their jobs are 
insecure, are in fact no better off than the completely unemployed. 


The seriousness of unemployment in the capitalist society lies in that 
unemployment occurs not just in any one branch of the economy but 
in nearly all branches simultaneously. 


In the past, it used to be a general phenomenon in capitalist countries 
that unemployment mainly occurred in seasonal labor branches such as 
agriculture and construction, or in medium and small enterprises and 
some supplementary production branches temporarily requiring a great 
deal of labor. But now the unemployment cyclone in capitalist countries 
is sweeping not just individual branches but nearly all branches 
including basic economic branches such as the machine, steel, and 
metallurgical branches and the processing industrial branch. Thus in 
the vast armies of the unemployed in the capitalist countries the ratio 
of healthy youths and women is increasing more and more. 


To take a look at the case of “European Cormon Market" countries, 
one-third of the total number of the unemployed is youths below the age 
of 25, and 42 percent are women. In the capitalist countries of 

Western Europe, and the United States, Canada, and Japan many youths are 
losing jobs; in Italy, one-third of the 1.2 million unemployed youths is 
graduates of schools at all levels including universities; in France, 

60 percent of the unemployed are women. 


The reality wherein those in the prime of life and youths who have 
received professional education are being driven out of jobs on a 
large scale bespeaks well how serious the unemployment problem is 
becoming in the capitalist countries. 


The ceaselessly increasing unemployment in the capitalist countries is 
intensifying the conflicts between the masses of working people and the 
capitalists and is further deepening the general crisis of capitalism.

The unemployed masses in large numbers who have lost the means of 
livelihood, kicked out of their jobs, are stepping forward to defy the 
monopoly capitalist scoundrels and reactionary ruling circles with slogans 
such as “we oppose dismissals” and “give us jobs." Again, many workers 

in employment who nevertheless feel their jobs constantly threatened, are 
launching a masse struggle demanding stable jobs and improvement of 

their *reatment. 


The struggle of working people in capitalist countries for their right 
to living against unemployment is further expanding with each passing 
day and is gradually developing into a political struggle for democratic 
freedom and right. 


This is @ great blow to the monopoly capitalist scoundrels and reactionary 
ruling circle scoundrels, putting unease and fear in the scoundrels. 


The reactionary ruling circle scoundrels of capitalist countries talk 
of a society of “welfare for all people” every time they open their 
mouth but this is no more than 4 cunning etratagem to cover up the 
decayed state of the capitalist social system and deceive the masses 
of working people. 


Leaving the decayed, sick capitalist social system alone, where 
exploitation and oppression form the basis of social relationships 

and the law of the jungle operates, there is absolutely no prescription 
that can cure the problem of unemployment. 


Unemployment can be solved only when overturning the capitalist 
exploitation system which is the socioeconomic condition that spawns 


unemployment . 


To struggle against the capitalist exploitation system which forces 
nothing but misfortunes and sufferings of all kinds on the working 
masses and drives them into unemployment and poverity is the deserved 
right of the people of capitalist countries; and their just struggle 
shall inevitably be victorious. 
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
